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This is a decision on the March 14, 2002 petition under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b) to revive the 
above-identified application from an abandoned status. 

This application was held abandoned in view of the decision by the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences (Board) on June 28, 2001 and because the period for seeking 
court review of the decision has expired and there are no allowed claims. The office 
mailed a notice of abandonment on October 19, 2001. 

This petition is unsigned. Correspondence filed with the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office is required to be signed. 1 While the Commissioner does have the 
authority to waive the requirements of the rules, that discretion is not complete. 
Furthermore, it is well settled that waiver of the rules under 37 C.F.R. §1.183 requires 1) 
an extraordinary situation where 2) justice requires waiver. No such situation has been 
presented here. 

Accordingly, a signed petition is requested before consideration of the merits of the 
petition's assertions will commence.

MONTHS from the mail date of this decision. Extensions of time under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.1 36(a) are permitted. 3 The reconsideration request should include a cover letter entitled
